Each 
symbol used in its Code relates the visual acuity range to the number of diopters needed 
to read average print. (Dr. Gerald Fonda defines standard type as 8pt. to 12pt.) Dr. 
Fonda and others feel there "is a strong argument for designating the power of a magnify- 
ing lens as the equivalent or true dioptric power." However, in our listing, we have ex- 
tended the NYL Guide, adding power or magnification and the approximate focal length for 
devices. The chart above summarizes the information attempted.
